“A LIBRARY PANEL” 


At the end of a private library 18 feet high and 24 
feet wide is located a fireplace and chimney-breast. The 
fireplace opening is five feet wide and three feet high. 
The chimney-breast is twelve feet wide and extends to 
the ceiling.

““, MUNICIPAL EMPLOYMENT BUREAU” 


A seaboard city comprising business, manufacturing, 
shipping and residential areas decies to establish a 
clearing house to connect employers seeking workers 
with workers seeking jobs. Such a free public employ- 
ment exchange is to take the place of the fee-charging 
private agencies and the wasteful expensive newspaper 
advertisements. At the start the plan will be limited 
to men’s jobs only, but it is hoped that in time separate 
offices will be opened to get jobs for women and chil- 
dren. 

Since this structure is to house an important public 
function of the municipality in which it is located, it 
should be simple but dignified in character and in keep- 
ing with the other municipal structures of the city. 


The location is to be in the central part of the city, 
not near to the political influence of the City Hall. A 
site has been allocated in the business district fronting 
200 feet on a small city park and 150 feet on each of 
two side streets, thus providing suitable waiting space 
in. warm weather. The building should be spacious, 
attractive, well lighted and ventilated. Its use will 
be from 7 A.M. to 5 P.M. and its peak use will be 
from 7 A.M. to 10 A.M. Into this building will flow 
several thousand men each day. Each man will have 
to be registered as to his qualifications and interviewed 
as to the job that he desires. The calls from employers 
will be received over telephone wires, although in rare 
cases employers’ representatives will call at the office, 
particularly in cases where large quantities of workers 
are-sought for. The essence of the work of the em- 
ployment office will be to connect with as little delay 
and friction as possible, the employers and employees. 

In some other cities the employment agency has been 
so arranged that there have been separate entrances for 
each class of labor. No such requirement is made in 
this case, although several entrances and exits will be 
required in order to handle the large number of per- 
sons that will come in within the hours of 7 to 9 each 
morning, 


There will be established four classifications for in- 
terviewing and registering: 
a. Unskilled labor, including farm hands, hotel 
help, etc. 


b. Skilled labor, 


workers, etc. 


including mechanics, needle 


c. Office workers, including clerks, bookkeepers, 
teachers, etc. 


d. Special cases such as part time workers, physi- 
cally handicapped, ete.

a. A prominent information booth directing the 
workers to the proper desks for registration. 


b. Registration booths or desks in accordance with 
above classification.

c. A large central switchboard connecting with 
the 14 registration clerks and with other em- 
ployees of the office such as the manager, the 
statistical department, etc. 


2, A waiting room for 500 men into which the ap- 
plicants will go after they have registered, wait- 
ing for calls from employers in case no jobs are 
open at the time when the men register. 

This room will contain a lunch counter. 


3. A combined reading and recreation room. 


4. A large office for the statistical workers of the 
bureau. The staff of the office will consist of ten 
persons. There will also be a separate partitioned 
space for the manager of the employment agency. 


5. An auditorium capable of seating 500 persons. 
‘This may be used for labor meetings.

One of the outstanding features of Moorish Archi- 
tecture was the development of the court. The houses 
were designed around an interior court which was 
made as attractive as possible. These courts were al- 
ways small in size and profuse in planting and decora- 
tion and usually included a pool or fountain which 
gave a refreshing element. Paths usually surrounded 
the pool. The windows of the second floor of the house 
generally opened on the court, while a colonnade often 
flanked the ground floor. 


The subject of this problem is the design of such a 
court. The maximum dimension of the court is fifty 
feet by eighty feet.
